BUDGET 2009/2010 

(6/1/1/9) 

1. PURPOSE 

The purpose of the report is to consider and adopt the Medium term Revenue and 
Expenditure Framework (MREF) for the 2009/10 Financial Year in terms of Section 16 
of the Municipal Finance Management Act no 56 of 2003. 

2. BACKGROUND 

Section 16 of the MFMA states: 

“(1) The Council of a municipality must, for each financial year, approve an 
annual budget for the municipality before the start of that financial year. 

In order for a municipality to comply with sub-section (1), the mayor of the 
municipality must table the annual budget at a Council meeting at least 90 
days before the start of the budget ” 

The budget will then be available for comments from the public, Provincial and National 
Treasury. 

Section 24 states that the Council must at least 30 days before the start of the budget 
year, consider approval of the budget. The Executive Mayor must, before approval, 
consider any submissions and if necessary, revise the budget and table amendments 
for consideration by Council. 

This report refers to the approval in terms of Section 24. The budget was open for 
comments from the public. Provincial & National Treasury and presented at the 
Budget/IDP consultation meetings. 

3. COMMENTS 

3.1 CHIEF FINANCIAL OFFICER 



The draft budget submitted for consideration takes into account: 

• The municipality’s integrated development plan; 

• Key National priorities; 

• The Division of Revenue Act; 

• Realistic revenue and expenditure projections; 

• Council’s policies and priorities; 

• Property Rates Act; 

• Bulk Supply Agreement: Mines; and 

• Salary & wage negotiations 


The Budget, submitted for approval after amendments as a result of the Budget Lekgotiha, 
details attached as Annexure ”A”, p 5 - 49 held on 7 May 2009 at Heia Safari Ranch, can be 
summarized as follows:

Operating income increased by 33,1% compared to 2007/08, mainly because of the increase 
in income from services charges, i.e water supply to the mines, electricity tariff increases as a 
result of ESCOM increases and grants and subsidies. 


Operating expenditure reflects an increase of 34,1% mainly because of an increase in bulk 
purchases of electricity and water, repair and maintenance cost and personnel expenditure. 

The increase in bulk purchase expenditure is driven by ESCOM and Rand Water tariff 
increase. The increase in repair and maintenance is informed by Council’s priorities and 
Circular 48 from National Treasury. 

The increase in personnel cost is driven by the filling of vacant positions, especially in the 
Waste Management and other service delivery departments.

(g) That Council resolve that the measurable performance objectives for each vote 
reflected in schedule 2, be approved for the budget year 2009/10 

(h) That Council resolves the policies for credit control, debt collection and indigents be 
maintained for the Budget Year 2009/10. 

(i) That Council notes the SDBIP will be tabled in a separate report.
